He is ObllKed to Take iiefugo In a Hlcydo 
Shop— The New York Tribune's Special

Toiio.NTo, May 1!). At 11;.".0 President 
.1. B. Mulligan, of the lowU branch of the 
National I^^ue, called at tho Bossin 

Hotel and asked O'Brien to go out and 
have a walk. D. 1'. Cahill, Dennis Kil- 
brido, Gvictwl tenants, and .1. N. Wall, 
special coneHpoiident of tho New York 
Ti iliHiii^ were presoiil and suggested that 
it would not bo prudent to venture <jut, 
as darkness had fallen and a crowd of 
about two hundred rowdies had gaihered 
about the hotel hissing and groaning. 
O'Brien, however, persisted in going. 
The crowd grew in iiuinber luid surged up 
to tho voiy spot w here < ''Brieii and otliers 
wore standuig. They groaned and hissed 
into O'Brien's face with cries of ".\w;iy, 
a<vay, traitor," "'Down with tho dyna- 
miter," and "God Save the Queen." .A. 
riot seemed imminent, ns Orangemen were 
irmed with stout sticks, just as they were 
at the meeting in the t^itieen's park. They 
came up to O'Brien and he btrode tiloiig 
York street to King, and jostled against 
him, making several attomi)tB to strike 
him on the head. He dodged their blows 
and his friends rallied around him, but 
thoy wore as one to tifty. Two policemen 
stood near, but 

MADE NO EFFORT 

to disperse the mob. As tho party turned 
into Bay stteet, Ctjhill had his hat knocked 
ofl" by a stone. Now the Orangemen be- 
gan their real attack, for Hay street of- 
fered a good opportunity, being alniost 
.Mivered with bricks and cobblestones. 
(.>'!5iieii liad on a tall hat which furnished 
a good target. Wall was on his right, 
Kilbride and Mulligan on his left. "Look 
out, O'Brien," shouted Wall, "stones are 
ming; it's Bidfaat over again. " "It's all 
right," r('|ilied O'Brien. "It would be 
better for Laiisdowne if they let us alone." 
\s he spoke a volley of bricks came llj'ing 
from ( Iratigeiiicn, gr.azing not only heads, 
but also knocking plastering oil' adjuecnt 
walls. Shouts of "to h— with the Pojie," 
kill tho triutor," and so on, rose h'gh in 
the din. O'Brien and his parly were st ill 
on the sidewalk and llic I Irangcnicn 
thronging the street. I). T. Kellogg, re- 
porter of the Now \ork .Sii/i, now rushed 
iiehind O'Brien and was about to warn 
him, when a stono struck O'Brien's hat 
and pickiid it ofi'. O'13rion stoojjed his 
head and Wall, who was standing by, 
turned his head to look in the direction 
from whence tho inissles came, when

struck liim on tlie side of tho head and 
stumbled him heels over head. Ho was 
carried to a drug store where his wounds 
were dressed. O'Brien nttomptod t« t.die 
refuge in Sharp's laundry, and failing in 
that rushed to ii bicycle store adjoining. 
A volley of stones shattered the windows 
and the mob burst into the store, acting 
like demons, and showered missies iu 
evory direction in which O'Brien was. 
8iimo Indies and old women soreamed and 
fainted; while the mob tumbled poll moll 
over tho machines, smashing them one 
against another in their savage fury and 
amid cries of "kill the traitor," "hang 
him," "Lnnsdowiie forever." O'Brien, 
however, was safely led away by an ollieer 
and reached his hotel in safety. Cahill 
was knocked down and received severe 
cuts. More than a score of persons are 
more or less seriously injured.

Murphy, at Cold Hill, on December IHth, 
was to-day sentenced to 18 years in the 
stjite prison. In proniumcing sentence 
the judge, rising, stjitcd thtii due consid- 
eration had been given to tlie clause in 
tho verdict of the jury recommending the 
prisoner to the mercy of the court, and 
allowance made for his youth.

It was the belief aiiioiig railroad men at 
Chicago that the Canadian Pacific would 
lie glad to nudce any amdcable agreement, 
as they doubted if tho line had ever made 
a cent of iirolit from its through liiisiiiess 
merely tivking it in n spirit of ojiposition 
and in a desire to have siimel hing upon 
which to hnao a domand upon tho Ameri- 
can linos when it came to the (piestion of 
pooling. Tho Oanadiuii I'acilie is aware 
that it may ])usli competition too far and 
jirovoku congressional intorforenco. For 
tliis and tho other reasons naflied it would 
be very glad to work in harness with tho 
Anioriam linos.

A PAPER BY GLADSTONE. 

Mr. Gladstone, in the luigdish Hi>-i(iri- 
cal lievifAO, contributes an elahurate paiier 
on the events transpiring between 185"i 
and 1800. The two topics which ho nmst 
minutely discusses are tho Crimean war 
and Cobdeii's treaty with France. He de- 
votes, liowever, some siiace to tho discus- 
sion of the I'eelites .as a piditiual party. 
His discussion is all the nnu'o interesting 
as ho hiinself was a iiieuiber of that body. 
He says tluit two parties, and not throe, 
is ill our time tho law of the nation's ])id- 
itical life. Nevertheless, at tho period in 
rpiostiou the .: Liberal party itself was 
divided. Tho Peelito party in its economic 
views and in its opiiiiiuis of foreign policy 
leaned rather towards the Liherals than 
the Whigs, but the inleriiiediate posilicui 
which it occupied was essentially a f.dse 
position, and nothing could long disguise 
that falseness. Mr. (iladstono said that on 
ono occjisioii he faidt<j Lord Derby that ho 
felt tho party had becoiiie a public nuis- 
ance. K.apid migrations from one' political 
■amp to another may he less credit al ile 
than slow ones, hut .-ue ofleii attiMided 
with loss pulilie iuconvenieiici;. .\fter 
1852 Peelism was deserted, and its adliiu- 
eiits never again acted as a party. They 
united with the Whigs iu the Aberdeen 
ministry, and they shared to the full the 
respiuisihility of l,lii; (.'riiiiean war. Mr. 
Cladstoiie .says cd that event (hat Lord 
.•Mierdeeii sulisei|Uently passed seiili'iK-e id' 
condeniiiatioii U])ou himself hy holding 
that w.ar to hav(! been an error; hut this 
mueli is certain, tliaf. none of his friends 
cu- colleagues ever eoneiirred in his confes- 
sion or joined in his repentance, if such 
were the case. Those who uiiilertnuk 
that war did so on tlie assumption that 
Turkey bad within herself energies that 
with the su^iport of Asia might enable hel- 
lo throw of! the .tbiises that existed in her 
adiniiiist ration, .-ind avail herself of Kiiro- 
|ieaii ei\ ili/,.at ion : I h.it in ol der to aeconi- 
plisli t his result it was necessary that the 
power of lius-ia. ,vhicli was clauneious, 
should la.' rest laineil. .Mr. Colideu ui iin 
tained that if Russia was d.aiigeroiis, she 
was so first of all to Germany and Austria, 
and that the effort of restraining her 
ought to luainl}' devolve upon tliiuii and 
not upon I'lnglaiul and l'"r.inee. It was 
feeling and not argunieid that raised the 
Criiiiean war into a eert.iiii dcgri'o of 
jtopularity. Mr. ( iladstoue s.iys it is feel- 
ing and not argument that has since 
plunged it into an abyss of oilium. It is 
true that the cxiioriiiient of i c general lug 
Turkey- has not succeeded, .and this 
ill-siiceess has been \ isiled upon 
the failure which obtained for it a 
trial. Lord ,)ohu Itussoll, at the outbreak 
of hostilities, denounced the Emperor 
Nicholas was a w.inlon disturher of tlu! 
peace of I'airope, and this descriplioii u{ 
him was true, and had Ku.ssia hceii ;dlow- 
od to march upon Constantinople without 
cheek, and had England taken jio.^session 
of Egypt at that time, the jiowor of Rus- 
sia would have been onormoitsly greater, 
and tho cimtost that was u.iged by the 
Ci'iinean war ag.iiiisl Russia, niiglit havi' 
been — would iduuisl certainly li.i\e been 
— waged lietweeu Hngland tiiid France. 
When the jiressure was tirst brought to 
bear lip ui Russia it w;is not by Kiiglaiid 
and Fr.-mce alone, .\uslria ami Prussia 
co-o])erat eil. ll.idHie I'ou r powers, uliii-h 
jointly conducted the arguiuein against 
Russia, been I'l^ually one in their sense of 
•anterior idjligatioiis, it is almost cert.ain 
that Russia would have given way to their 
united authority, but llie dynastic sym- 
])athies of tho King of Prussia induced 
liini to turn liack and todi'serl ^lie others. 
With friendly I'liissi.i u| ion thi' fioiitiiu' 
the Emperor NiclmLis w.-is free locouducl 
his main attack against .\uslria, and the 
impression prevailed that liefnri; .\ustria 
eould be succored by England and France 
the armies of Russia might make their 
way to the gates of Vienna. On this 
account Lord Aberdeen, who was I'riim- 
Minister, declined to complain of Austri.i 
for not joining in tlie war, although she 
had devised and prepared the oMleial 
summons to tho Cisar, which was the 
immediate cause of tho war, and .so it 
came about that when the moment for 
action ariived, although tlii! policy of 
restraining Russia was supported by the 
four powers, but two of them were rc.-uly 
to engage to provout this aggression. The 
war, as it was, was an unselfish mie, .as 
neither England nor France sniight the 
aci luisitioii of territory. Then .Mr. (Il;el 
stone t urns to I 111- disrnssion I if I lie fi-eiieli 
coniniercia.) Iicily. Ilesa\s it was really 
a great social e\ent, .and in its eonse- 
ipieiices an event greater still. Mr. Coli 
den had the lion s sh.ire in the reiieid of 
the com laws in the United Kingdom, 
and he offered to Fnnicc! by this tre.ity a 
benefit scarcely inferi'ir lo the lirst. The 
efl'ect on the trade liet ween I he I u ci eonn- 
tries wasonornious, it was i ncre.ised i hi ee 
fold. The treaty was brought ahont hy 
two men wdio were siii'_;ul.ai ly unlike, e\- 
ci![)t that they were liotb emancipjited 
from nationalities and wore both disposed 
t^) confide in each other. The treaty 
between .Mr. Coliden ,inil the emperor of 
Fraiii;e Wiis hroiighl into the world with 
out curresjiondeiice, without a blue or 
yellow book to doscribo its aiito-nat il 
stiiges, and thus was conferroil upon 
iM-.anee the mealesi mat eri.il heuelil il li.is 
ever recelxed.

CANADIAN COAST DEFENSE. 

Wliat Has Been Done to Guard the Dominion 
Border. 

New Yoiiic, May 15. — The Tiibunt:^ 
Ottawa spcciid of thu Ulli .saya; The sen 
at(J"to-day discussed tho matter of coast 
defeinso in case of war. It was brought 
up by Sonatfjr Macdonald, who urged that 
Russia and France iiiiLjlit become em- 
broiled with KiiyliUid at any hour, in 
which case Caiuula woulil be attacked. In 
the present strained condition of atlairs 
trouble miglit come with the United 
States. Tho matter of defense was one 
better done in tiiuoof poaee than in time 
of war. Ho considered it tho duty of Can- 
ada to place the most exposiiil portions of 
tho ocean ami lake coast, both east and 
west, in strong defensive condition. No 
one could say juat when an emergency 
might arise. 

Senator Diukoy said he did not think 
the government should be asked to say 
what it intended to do. For himself, ho 
knew the people of the .Atlantic co.astwere 
alxnit to erect fort itications and pl.ace their 
gun.s in position, and nioi-c than that, the 
people of tli.at di.strict iiiU'iuleil to stand liy 
thoseguns. Tiie govci ninent has deciiied to 
expend StiO.OOO more than last year in 
the way of eijast defenses, and will as well 
arran).;eat ■■in early day for a large supply 
of rities and I lirec-iiound Nordeiifeldt 
gun.s, which .are t(j be placed in jxisition 
along the Atlantic and Pacitlc, as well as 
ab different points on the lake coast. Only 
a few days ago the English government 
forwarded three heavy cannon to I5ritish 
Cidunibia, to lie .sl.it ioiied .at l',,rt Mo,,dy, 
and several others ;ire to be placed at dif- 
ferent points aluiif,' the Pacilic coast.. It 
is not at all unlikely that at an early d;iy 
a remnant of English soldiers will be dis- 
patched for regular service in British Co- 
lumbia.

Beport of Mr. ^11. C. B., Who Made an Sx- 
ploratory Survey of the Bonte.
